ae OF THE 
COLUMBIA BAPTIST ASSOCIATION. 


The churches composing this re do agree to the following constitution, 
to wit :-— 

Art. 1. This association shall be known by the name of The 
Columbia Baptist Association. ) 

Art. 2. As an association is a body unknown in the Scrip- 
tures, but is formed in the exercise of christian prudence, for 
the purpose of obtaining a more general acquaintance with the 
state of the churches...maintaining a friendly intercourse with 
gach other...giving advice in cases of difficulty...supplying des- 
titute churches... guarding against innovations, &c. this associa- 
tion shall exercise no authority over the several churches ; but 
shall regard:them as entirely independent—shall give full credit 
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to their:acts—and shall never pass any censure or animadver- 
sion thereon. Rk ee er eee 
Art. 3. The churches belonging to this association shall be 
such as hold the following doctrines, viz. :—the umty of God ; 
the existence of three equal persons in the Godhead ; the just con- 
demnation and total depravity of all mankind:by the fall of our 
first parents ; eternal, personal, and unconditional election ; the 
proper dwinity of the Lord Jesus Christ; the necessity of his 
atonement, and its special relation to the sins of the elect only ; 
justification by the imputed righteousness of Christ alone ; effec- 
tual calling ; perseverance of the saints ; believers baptism by 
ammersion only the Lord’s Supper a privilege peculiar to bap- 
tised believers, regularly admitted to church fellowship ; the re- 
surrection of the body, and general judgment ; the final happi- 
ness of the saints, and misery of the wicked, alike interminable ; 
the obligation of every intelligent creature to love God supremely, 
to believe what God says, and practise what God commands ; and 


the divine inspiration of the Seriptures of the Old and New 


Testaments, as the complete and infallible rule of faith and

“Art. 4. Any church desirous of being received into this 
association, shall make application by letter, and give an expli- 
cit and satisfactory declaration of her faith and practice; and 
any church departing from the articles of faith expressed in 
this constitution, shall be excluded from the privileges of the 
association. | , poate 

Art. 5. The association shall receive no charge brought by 
one church against a sister church, unless the church bringing 


such charge, shall have pursued a course of conduct towards 


the other, similar to that commanded in 18th chapter of Mat- 
thew, with regard to individual members. pede Is 
. Art. 6.. The association shall meet on Friday preceding the 
4th Lord’s day of August, in each year, at such place as shall 
have been designated by the association at the preceding meet- 
ing. Every church shall have the privilege of sending two 
messengers, who shall be entitled to vote in: all cases; but no 
proxies shall ever be received. Itis expected that each church 


will send a letter to the association, containing the names om the 
messengers appointed; her numbers baptised; received by let- 


ter; restored; dismissed by letter; excluded; deceased, and

Art. 7. The officers of the association shall be a moderator, 
clerk, and treasurer; all of whom, shall be chosen by ballot ;

It shall be the duty of the treasurer to take charge 
of all the moneys of the association, to pay the same, or any 
part thereof, at any and all times to the order of the associa- 
tion, which order shall always be furnished him in writing, 
signed by the clerk; to keep a regular account of all receipts, 
and disbursements, and present it for examination nares to 
the association. | 

Art. 11. Whenever any church shall desire conti from the 
association, it is expected that she will state the case by way of 
query, in her letter; and the association may give the best ad- 
vice in her power thereon, provided such advice shall not be 
considered in the least degree binding upon any church: Ne- 
vertheless, no query shall be acted upon by the association 
which has not first been deliberately considered by the church 


from which it comes, without her being able to obtain satisfac- 


tion thereon. 
» Art. 12. Alterations and amendments to this comitietion, 


may be made by a proposition agreed to by a majority of the

merabers present at one meeting, and confirmed by two thirds 
of the members present.at the next annual meeting, subsequent 
to that at which the proposition was made. 


RULES OF DECORUM. 


Art. 1. When the association convenes for business, it shall 
be opened and closed by prayer. 


Art. 2, The constitution and rules of decorum, shall be read — 


by the clerk at the opening of the association, and lie on the 
table for the perusal of the members. 

Art. 3. The clerk shall call over the names of the saoabadi 
as often as the association may require. 

Art. 4. Each speaker shall rise from his seat and address 
the moderator; he shall strictly adhere to the subject under 
immediate consideration, and shall not be allowed to speak 
more than three times to one sults without permission from 
the association. om 

Art. 5. Every motion, made and seconded, shall come under 
the consideration of the association, unless it be withdrawn by 
the mover. 

Art. 6. Every query sent to the association shall be twice 
read ; and if it be decided by a majority of votes to consider 
the same, it shall be discussed ; if not, it shall be withdrawn. 

Art. 7. Only one person shall speak at a time—and when 
two or more members rise to speak, at nearly the same moment, 
the moderator shall decide who is entitled to the preference. 

Art. 8. When a member in speaking has occasion to men- 


_ tion the name of another member, he shall use the appellation 


of brother. 


Art. 9. The moderator shall not interrupt any member in,. 


or prohibit him from, speaking, unless he break these rules. 
Art. 10. Any thing debated in this assembly, which may not 
be thought proper to appear on the minutes, may be expunged 
by a majority of two thirds of the members present. 
Art.11. Alterations, additions, or amendments, may be made 
at any time to the foregoing rules, by a majority of the mem- 
bers present.

THE COLUMBIA BAPTIST ASSOCIATION, 


Yo the churches in her connexion, sendeth Christian salutation. 


DEARLY BELOVED BRETHREN, 

We have had a happy meeting. The business which has 
come before us, has been discussed with that spirit and temper 
which indicate, as we hope, hearts filled with sentiments of bro- 
therly love. Our decisions have been made with great harmony, 
and we fervently pray that they may redound to the glory of 
God. . | 

At this our first meeting, we have adopted for the future re- 
gulation of the association, a constitution which you will find 
in the minutes accompanying this letter. While this subject 
was before.us, it was truly delightful to observe that harmony 
of sentiment on the great fundamental truths of the Gospel 
which appeared among us, and that jealousy of unscriptural 
usurpations of power, by the association, to the injury of the 
respective churches, to which every breast seemed alive. Your 
interests and your independence shall be ever dear to us ; and 
we trust that, while you attend to the summary of Gospel doc- _ 
trine in which we have thought it necessary that every church 
received into the association should agree, you will perceive 
that divine truth is no less dear tous. Permit us, brethren, to 
request of you, in your next communications to our body, an in- 
timation of your assent to these articles of faith, 

It is natural for us, brethren, in making this our first address 
to you, to advert to the cause of our existence as an associa~ 
tion. Scarcely fifty years have passed away since the Ketock- 
ton association, from which most of our churches have been 
dismissed, was a small body consisting of but four churches. 
How great, in the goodness of God, has been the increase.— 
T’o this small body, churches have been added, until several 
associations have been formed out of it. While our minds 
dwell on the enlargement of the Redeemer’s kingdom; while 
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“we rejoice at what he has already done in extending his reign 
among the children of men. We are animated by the assu-_ 


rance that the uttermost parts of the earth are given to him for 
@ possession—and we pray “thy kingdom come.” And may 
you, dear brethren, share in the happy effects of his reign ; 
may your souls be under the special influences of his spirit ; 
and may trophies of «his victorious grace appear around you

What, may we ask, are the weapons of this glorious war- 
fare, which the Redeemer uses in gaining conquests to himself?

“BELOVED IN THE nonp; | 
We enjoy for the first time, as an associated body, the 
privilege of addressing you; and we embrace it with pleasing 
alacrity, animated with the hope that this, our ‘introductory 


-epistle, will be followed by an affectionate, evi sed and long- 


continued correspondence.’ 

“In the constitution pia with our minutes, we Hae briefly 
set forth the leading and most important articles of our faith ; 
and we would ‘esteem it not only our duty, but ‘highest honor, 
earnestly to contend for the DOCTRINE OF SALVATION BY FREE 
Grace aLone. Here all the lines of our confession meet; here 
all the attributes of Deity are harmoniously displayed ; here 
all the hopes of the experimental christian happily centre.— 
This doctrine, ’tis true, has encountered much opposition, and 
a great variety of stratagems have been employed to sap, if it 
were possible, its very foundation. At one time, an appeal is 
made to the passions; at another, we are vauntingly brought to 
the bar of unhallowed reason; and sometimes, reference is had

to isolated and dismembered passages of Holy Writ. But, bre-
